The Justice System Integrity Division of the Los Angeles County District Attorney's Office has 
completed its review of the October 31, 2006, fatal shooting of Alfredo Rivera Valdivia by Los 
Angeles County Sheriff’s Deputies Corey Morning, Andrew Guthrie, Aaron King, Jess Ponce, and 
Mark Hoo. We have concluded that the deputies acted lawfully in self-defense and in the defense of 
others. 


The following analysis is based upon reports prepared by the Los Angeles County Sheriffs 
Department (LASD) submitted to this office by Detective Steve Lankford and Sergeant Jeff 
Cochran on September 13, 2007. The District Attorney Command Center was notified of the 
shooting at approximately 9:25 a.m. on October 31, 2006. The District Attorney Response Team, 
comprised of Deputy District Attorney Gilbert Wright and District Attorney Senior Investigator 
ee to the scene. They were given a briefing of the circumstances 
surrounding the shooting and a “walk through” of the scene. Compelied statements were not 
considered as patt of this analysis.

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FACTUAL ANALYSIS 


On October 31, 2006 at approximately 8:06 a.m., Deputies Corey Morning, Andrew Guthrie, 
Aaron King, Jess Ponce and Mark Hoo of the LASD, Cerritos Station responded to an assault 
with a deadly weapon call at 17785 Towne Center Drive in the city of Cerritos. This location is 
a business complex with a large parking lot adjacent to the building and numerous vehicles 
parked in the stalls. 


As Deputy Morning arrived at the location he was directed by a group of bystanders to a green 
SUV’ vehicle that was parked in the lot. As he approached the vehicle he noticed some feet on 
the ground as though someone was laying on the ground between the driver side of the green 
SUV and a white vehicle parked next to the SUV”. Deputy Morning exited his vehicle and 
began to walk towards the person on the ground. He had just walked around the driver side door 
of his vehicle when be heard people yelling “Deputy, he’s got a gun, watch out, he’s behind the 
green SUV.” 


Morning un-holstered his weapon and was facing the person down on the ground when Alfredo 
Valdivia appeared from behind the passenger side of the green SUV. Valdivia pointed a hand 
gun and began shooting at Deputy Morning. Morning retreated and ran to the back of his 
vehicle. Fearing for his life he fired his weapon towards the suspect. Valdivia did not retreat, 
but instead chased after Deputy Morning. In order to gain distance between himself and 
Valdivia, Morning retreated from the back of his vehicle and ran in a southwest direction from 
his vehicle. Valdivia continued to chase after Deputy Morning. Morning fired his weapon 
towards Valdivia as he tried to ran away from him. 


Deputy Moming took cover behind a tree and reloaded his weapon. He observed Valdivia sitting 
inside the passenger side of the green SUV. Valdivia appeared to be either reloading his weapon 
or clearing a jam in the receiver of the handgun. Morning fired his handgun approximately four 
to five more times at the suspect from this location. He saw Valdivia duck down and then lost 
sight of him. Valdivia would pop his head up from behind the SUV and look in the direction of 
Deputy Morning. Deputy Morning felt that Valdivia was trying to locate his position. 


Other deputies began to arrive at the scene. Deputy Morning observed Deputy Guthrie arrive 
and stop his vehicle north of his position. He heard deputies yell at Valdivia to drop his gun. 
Morning left his position from behind the tree and ran back to the rear of his patrol car. He 

then began to make his way towards the green SUV where he observed Valdivia crouched down 
on the passenger side of the SUV near the front tire. The suspect was on one knee with his back 
towards Deputy Morning. Valdivia appeared to be working on his gun, either clearing a jam or 
reloading. Morning knew that other deputes had arrived ard were northwest of Valdivia’s 
location. He believed Valdivia was extremely dangerous and wes going to shoot and kill a 
deputy. Morning fired his weapon four to five times at Valdivia as he was kneeling down and 


workiag on his gun.

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Alfredo Vaidivia stood up with his gun in his hand and began to walk away from Deputy 
Moming across a green belt area next to the SUV towards the other deputies who had arrived at 
the scene. Deputies Guthrie, Hoo, King and Ponce arrived at the scene aware that Valdivia had 
shot at Deputy Morning. The deputies took positions of cover and shot at Valdivia. Morning 
heard deputies yell at Valdivia to “drop the gun.” He then heard gunfire. Moming ran towards 
the patrol car where the rest of the deputies were located. He observed Valdivia down on one 
knee still holding his handgun and pointing it. He beard deputies yell at Valdivia to drop the 
gun. He then heard a few more shots and observed Valdivia fall to the ground, Although 
Valdivia was down on the ground he was still trying to hold up his handgun. Deputy Morning 
aud other deputies then used a protective shield to approach, disarm Valdivia and handcuff him. 


Alfredo Valdivia was pronounced dead at the scene without any medical intervention at 8:22 
am. Valdivia sustained multiple gunshot wounds to the body’. A toxicology test indicated no 
presence of alcohol or narcotics. am taken to La Palma Intercommunity Hospital 
and pronounced dead at 9:05 a.m. ustained multiple gunshot wounds to the body.

CONCLUSION 


Califomia law permits the use of deadly force in self-defense or in defense of others if it 
reasonably appears to the person claiming the right of self-defense or the defense of others that 
he actually and reasonable believed he or others were in imminent danger of great bodily injury 
or death. People v. Williams, (1977) 75 Cal. App. 3d 731. 


In protecting himself or another, a person may use all force which he believes reasonably 
necessary and which would appear to a reasonable person, in the same or similar circumstances, 
to be necessary to prevent injury which appears to be imminent. California Jury Instructions- 
Criminal 5.30 and 5.31 


When the peri! is swift and imminent and the necessity for action immediate, the law does not 
weigh into nice scales the conduct of the assailed and say he shali not be justified in killing 
because he might have resorted to other means to secure his safety. People v. Collins, (1961) 
189 Cal. App. 2d 575. 


3 An autopsy was performed by Dr. Djabourian ascribing the cause of death to multiple gunshot wounds. Valdivia 


suffered cleven gunshot sounds. Four of them fatal.

When deputies arrived, Valdivia chose to engage the deputies in a gun battle rather then 
surrender. In fear for their own lives and the lives of others in the area, the deputies responded 
with deadly force, ending the threat. 


We conclude that Deputies Morning, Guthrie, Hoo, King and Ponce acted reasonable and 
lawfully in self-defense and in defense of others when they used deadly force against Alfredo 
Valdivia. We are therefore closing our file and will take no further action in this matter.
